AN ORDINANCE CHANGING AND 
ESTABLISHING THE NAMES OP 
CERTAIN STREETS IN THE CITY 
OP OAKLAND AND REPEALING 
PARTS OP CONFLICTING ORDI 
NANCES. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF OAK-
